Request has been made of the 
Upland Housing Authority for use 
of the recreation room at Los 
Olivos by the nursery school if 
enough mothers are interested, 
Otto S. Roen, executive director of 
the authority, said the request had 
been made to him, but that he did 
not know if enough mothers had 
Signified their interest to partici- 
pate in the plan. 

When mothers who are employ- 
ed heard of the impossibility of a 
government-aided nursery being 
maintained, a survey was started 
to learn if there were at least 20 
mothers who might unite in main- 
taining a nursery.

The men at work at Cucamonga 
are cleaning the plant in prepara- 
tion for the resumption of work as 
quickly as_ possible, he stated. 
Navy-owned equipment and ma- 
terials are to be moved fr-m the 
Los Angeles plant to Cucamenga. 

The Los Angeles and Cuca- 
monga properties will be oper- 
ated more or less independently of 
one another, with the larger jcbs 
handled at Los Angeles but both 
will he in tank production. 

Mr. McMullin said that tn re- 
cent weeks it has been difficult to 
maintain production schedules ve- 
cause the manufacturing unit was 
starving for help and it was dif- 
ficult to obtain sufficient em- 
ployes.

Full facilities of the United! 
States Employment service will be 
available to the Upland-Ontario 
area in assisting in the reconver- 
sion period which lies ahead, Dean 
S. Duncan, acting manager, an- 
nounced today. 

He stated the removal of man- } 
power controls nullifies all regula- 
tions regarding stabilization, prior- 
ities, ceilings, essential activities, 
minimum wartime work week and 
control of civilian production. 

Mr. Duncan expressed apprecia- 
tion ‘to all employers, labor 
groups, civic and community or- 
ganizations that so cooperatively 
complied with the stabilization 
program in this community”. 

The employment service, he stat- 
ed, will continue to fulfill labor 
needs related to the armed forces 
in railroading, ground transport, 
air transport, warehousing and 
longshoring, food production, lum- 
ber supply and ship repair activ- 
ities. 

But, with the declaration of 
peace, the war manpower com- 
mission is immediately shifting its 
manpower program to a post-war 
job placement footing.

Upland’s City Tax Rate of $1.56 
Is 19 Cents Less Than Ontario's 


Upland’s municipal tax rate will 
be 19 cents less than Ontari-’s per 
$100 assessed valuation for the 
fiscal year 1945-46. ; 

Upland city council last Thurs- 
day evening approved a budget of 
$88,700 to be assessed in taxes 
and raised the rate three cents to 
Provide clothing allowances cf $10 
monthly to public safety depart- 
ment employes. -Last year the 
tax rate -was $1.53 and the new one 
will be $1.56, 

Ontario city council increased 
its tax rate twenty cents from 
$1.55 to $1.75 to provide $15,000 
for a municipal employes’ retire- 
ment fund. Upland has had an em- 
Pioye retirement program for the 
past 13 months. 

Both Upland and Ontario prcp- 
erty owners will pay county taxes 
of $1.66 per $100 assessed valua- 
tion, 20-cent county flood. control 
district taxes, 58 cents for Chaf- 
fev high school and 18 cents for 
Chaffey college. 

The county rate has been in- 
creased 11 cents and the high

This week's question; What 
kind of flood damaze could be 
caused by a forest fire? 

The Ranger says: July 16 u 
| fire started at Clark’s ranch, in 
the upper Santa Ana canyon. Be- 
fore this fire could be controlled 
it had burned 5500 acres in the 
Santa Ana watershed. 


Last week we had some cf our 
‘“ynusual Southern California 
weather’, at which time several 
inches of rain fell in this particu- 


lar area. On all the surrounding 


country there was no damage 
from this rain and all of the ef- 
fects were beneficial. 

In, and below, the burned area 


was considerable amount of 
damage, This may seem

queer in August, but it actually 
| happened. Seven miles of high- 
way, secondary roads, were made 
impassable and in some _ places 
| washed out completely. Immed- 
|ialely adjacent to the burn the 
| damage to this read was greater 
| than tne greatest road damage 
|S suifered in the 19388 flood. 

| The Bear Valley Water com- 
| pany was forced to by-pass from 


| their irrigating system for sev- 
eval days, and cne of their intakes 
| had to be completely rebuilt. The 
| mud in the streams has been such 


| that the Edison company is fore- 
ed to by-pass two power houses 
| indefinit ‘ly. One summer home 


was destroyed by flood and several 
other buildings damaged. 

These are the results of, flood 
damage trom the burned area of 
ono fire. It will take many 
thousands of dollars to repair 
these improvements. It will take 
20 years before the watershed 
value of this area returns to nor- 
|mal. For the next several years 
| we can expect additional damage

ed and was seldom practiced.” 
The former Chaffey student 
and graduate in hospital admin- 
istration was an “on the spot” 
witness to the marvelous produc- 
tion of the bomb that is cred- 
ited with knocking the Japs out 
of the war.
